Black's emphatic denial that he is 
now a member of the

Klan left no doubt today he will 
take his place on the supreme court 
bench next Monday. 


For 12 minutes last night he 


broke al! precedent to reply direct- 
ly to those who have challenged, 
because of his klan associations, his 
fitness to sit on the nation's high- 
est tribunal. 


Speaking slowly with a trace of 


soft southern drawl. Black told one 
of the largest American radio audi- 
ences on record: 


"The insinuations of racial and 


religious intolerance made concern- 
ing me are based on the fact that I 
joined the Ku Klux Klan about 15 
years ago. 


"I did join the klan. I later re- 


signed. I never rejoined. What ap- 
peared then, or what appears now. 
on the records of the organization, 
I do not know. 


Didn't Keep Card 


"I never have considered and I 


do not now consider the unsolicited 
card given to me shortly after my 
nomination to the senate as a mem- 
bership of any kind in the Ku Klux 
Klan. I never used it. I did not even 
keep it." 


The new justice, 
who had been 


home from a European vacation for 
only 60 hours, sat alone in the mod- 
est living room of a friend's sub- 
urban residence. 
In an adjoining 


room were his wife and a score of 
other relatives and -friends. 


Far removed from the scene was 


President Roosevelt, whose nomi- 
nation of Black stirred a controver- 
sy over senate -confirmation, dur- 
ing which allegations of klan mem- 
bership were made.

The black episode opens up an 


interesting question on the use of 
radio facilities. Mr. Black himself 
said he wanted to use the radio so 
the people could hear him and so 
that there would be no danger of 
being misquoted. This is a rather 
surprising statement, coming from 
a man who is supposed to have had 
experience in public life. No man 
holding public 
office 
here ever 


gave out the text of a prepared 
statement for publication that was 
misquoted. And Mr. Black surely 
underestimated the news interest 
of the public in his klan connec-

print the whole of his statement. 


But is the radio fair? This is a 


query that will be raised now that 
Black himself 
raises a 
question 


about the unfairness of the press. In 
the first place, the press today 
prints the Black speech, and with it 
comments 
from 
other 
persons. 


Over the radio, Mr. Black had an 
audience to which no reply was ad- 
dressed. There was no chance for a 
rebuttal speech, no opportunity giv- 
en to any senator or representative 
to answer the former senator from 
Alabama. 


There will be given, to be sure, 


facilities next week at odd intervals 
for senators or representatives to 
reply to Mr. Black's address, but 
the audience will not be the same. 
The broadcasting companies will 
not unite to give simultaneous hook- 
ups and joint facilities to anyone 
making a reply. 


Knows Audience 


Mr. Black knows, of course, that 


there are many millions of persons 
in the United States without suffi- 
cient intelligence to read newspa- 
pers. Then there are others with 
plenty of intelligence who can un- 
derstand English, but cannot read 
it.

the welfare problem In general.

Madison—The term "social secur- 


ity," since the coming of the New 
Deal and its multitudious govern- 
mental changes, has become a part 
of practically every American's vo 
cabulary. 


In this discussion the definition of 


the term is that of the Citizens' 
Committee, and embraces the whole 
field of public dependency, depen- 
dency arising out of a variety of 
causes, unemployment, 
distressed 


agriculture, 
personal 
disabilities", 


the need for special care to certain 
children, delinquency, and the un- 
willingness of a relatively small 
group to conform to a normal social 
adjustment. 


With this definition in mind, the 


governor's committee 
on 
public 


welfare set to work to investigate 
social security administration 
in 


Wisconsin, the myriad problems of 
public welfare, and finally report- 
ed the results of its researches and 
made a set of recommendations, 
with this preface: 


"Any program looking toward so- 


cial security of the people should 
provide services or money in suffi- 
cient amount to allow the family or 
the individual to live in reasonable 
decency, and to provide such things 
as will maintain the family or per- 
son in good health." 


And because there 
had never 


before been a scientific attack on 
the state welfare problem, the com- 
mittee was fo: ccd first to formulate 
a philosophy of action, and this 
philosophy, boiled down as much 
as possible, may be stated as the be- 
lief that "every person is expected 
to earn his own livelihood by his 
own efforts but that, if a person 
ceases to be self-dependent because 
of some handicap that he cannot 
overcome without help, it is the 
state's obligation to assist him to 
regain his self-dependency." 


Seek Prex-ention 


The committee also set down as 


incontrovertible the idea that the 
public welfare interest of the state 
must be directed toward preven- 
tion rather than cure. for. since the 
greatest resouces of the state is its 
citizens, empha::- must be placed 


on the building up of human re- 
sources. 


On this basis, the committee went 


ahead and made its social security 
recommendations, 
highlights 
of 


which follow: 


That in any social security pro- 


gram the family be the unit of as- 
sistance. 


This, the committee declares, has 


been proven best through exper- 
ience. The family is the basic unit 
of modern society: assistance by the 
state as an organized society to any 
member of that family should be 
considered as assistance to the fam- 
ily itself. 


That every program involving di- 


rect assistance be on the basis of 
need. 


Many persons nowadays believ 


that pensions provided by govern 
ment should be distributed by righ 
to all citizens, because "they hav 
always been taxpayers," or forsom 
other reason. 
Many believe tha 


old age pensions should be grantee 
automatically to all citizens reach 
ing a specified old age. But that 
said the committee, "would resul 
in a financial burden beyond thi 
ability of the state to bear." Aid: 
should be limited to those person: 
who are in need because of their jiv 
ability to provide for themselves. 


County Responsible 


That the county be the responsi- 


ble unit for the administration of 
all social security aids and services 


The smallest local government 


the towns, villages and cities, are 
frequently too small to cope ade- 
quately with the social security 
problem. 
Counties, however, are 


all able to afford the personnel and 
the administration necessary. Some 
specialized 
services, 
h o w e ver. 


which are too costly for single coun- 
ties to bear alone, may be dispensed 
by a group of counties, the commit- 
tee recommends. 


That the transient be the respon- 


sibility of the state government. 


That three special aids, old age 


assistance, aid to dependent chil- 
dren, and aid to the needy blind, 
be continued and expanded, but 
that they be correlated with the 
general public welfare program of 
both county and state and be han- 
dled as a unit of that program. 


The size of the expenditure for 


these special aids at the present 
time is shown in a current report 
of the pension department, which 
shows that old age assistance bene- 
ficiaries, for instance, have tripled 


in number during the last 18 months 
numbering in August of this year, 
36.594. 
Total in the three classes 


of special aids during August was 
69.001. who received $1,070,776. 


The committee recommended fur- 
ther: 


'Sound Work Projects' 


That public assistance to persons 


or to families with one or more em- 
ployable persons be given through 
employment on economically sound 
work projects. 


A state-wide survey, with inter- 


views with responsible local offi- 
cials, taught the researchers that 
public 
opinion 
approves public 


works rather than direct relief, al- 
though it means more expense. Ac- 
cording to the committee, almost 
one-half of the direct relief clients 
in the state this year would be 
available for public work projects. 


Said the report: "When lack of a 


job is the reason why a family 
needs public assistance, the most 
obvious way of meeting the prob- 
lem is through providing employ- 
ment for the head or employable 
member of the family. 
If a'id is 


provided by any 
other 
method, 


there always exists the danger that 
the family morale will be reduced 
to the point where the family ceas- 
es to consider the importance of 
self-support and instead 
becomes 


completely 
dependent 
upon 
the 


itatc." 


Further recommendations: 
That the planning and execution 


of public works be the job of the 
local governments 
in 
which the 


project is to be laid, but that the 
assignment of workers to these pro- 
grams as a means of granting them 
assistance be a part of the county 
social security program. 


Adequate Personnel 


That state aids to counties be in- 


augurated to insure the mainten- 
ance of adequate standards of ser- 
vice and personnel in social secur- 
ty administration. 


That county social security agen- 


cies supply the medical and surgi- 
cal treatment required by depend- 
nnts who come to their attention, 
md that treatment should not be 
imited to mental disabilities and 
uberculosis, but should include all 
isabilities of the indigent client. 


Here the committee repeated: "The 


rcatest resources of the state of 
Visconsin is its citizens." 
That child welfare be made an 


ntegratcd part of the social securi- 


ty program in the county and In 
the state. 


These recommendations, and sim- 


ilar recommendations for modern- 
izing. coordinating, and elimination 
of duplicating functions by existing 
public welfare agencies 
in 
the 


fields of mental hygiene, correc- 
tions, 
public 
health, 
education. 


county organization, finance, per- 
sonnel and state organization, were 
placed before Governor LaFollcttc 
and the legislature. While few ex- 
pect the whole program to be en- 
acted immediately, the lawmakers 
will begin action on it before long 
if the governor has his way.

MARKET MYSTERY 


The downward course of the stock 


market lately has thinking people puzzled. 
It lost suddenly the gains of more than 
two years of recovery. 
What docs it 


mean? Ordinarily most people would not 
take it very seriously, but now they can- 
not forget the big market break in the 
fall of 1929, and what it foreshadowed. 
When you turn from the stock market and 
general business reports, there is a very 
different picture. Crops are bip, prom- 
ising a liberal farm income and large 
buying power, usually a bullish factor for 
business. 
As for business prospects, a 


characteristic review at the end of last 
week notes these points: 


Business statistics were mostly more 


favorable, despite lowering security and 
commodity prices. Car loadings rose 115,- 
000 units over the previous week, to the 
highest total in seven years. Shopping in- 
terest spread in retail trade generally. 
Wholesale volume of sales was up 10 to 
25.per cent from last year. Electric pro- 
duction rose again. Bank clearings were 
higher than the previous week and last 
year. Hardware showed a gain. 
General 


Motors sales overseas made a new record, 
as did domestic cigaret sales. Steel oper- 
ations were down a few points. ^Building 
demands for steel were low, as were auto- 
motive demands; but it is the dull time 
for changing models in the motor indus- 
try. 
Dun and Bradstreet's index of busi- 


ness activity fell to 92.8 per cent of es- 
timated normal, a low since June 16. 


Here are good and bad items together, 


but it is hard to believe that they spell 
disaster; they seem more good than bad. 
They certainly do not explain that start- 
ling market tumble. 
It is well to sus- 


pend judgment, and to remember that the 
stock market is by no means a dependable 
business barometer. 
A recent study of 


stock prices made by Business Week, 
covering the last 18 years, shows that the 
trend of stock prices only agreed with the 
business trend half the time. 
In other 


words, as a business barometer at any 
particular time, it seemed to have no 
more significance than flipping a penny.

Several years during the 
depression the government has 
waived the requirement for the an- 
nual "assessment work," recogniz- 
ing that prospectors were having a 
hard enough time making a living, 
with little to spare of time or mon- 
ey to protect their claims. 


The small prospector often is in 


a tight spot He must either do the 
required annual development work 
or give up his claim. And every 
prospector is haunted with the fear 
that the moment he gives up his 
claim some "big eastern company" 
will come in. dig a couple of feet 
farther and uncover a bonanza. 


The document most steadily in 


demand in recent years is the so- 
cial security act. It passed congress 
in 1935 and has a larger call than 
any other measure except the ma- 
jor ones enacted during the last ses- 
sion. It often exceeds a thousand a 
month, always is several hundred.

Another document in steady de- 


mand is the report of the LaFo'llettc 
committee on its investigation into 
the Chicago Memorial day incident 
n which 11 steel strkers were killed 
in a brush with police. 


The document clerks did a neat 


piece of detective work in connec- 
tion with one request for the La- 
Follette committee report A postal 
card came to capitol hill addressed 
simply: "Senate Report. Part 2. 75 
Congress, Number 46. Washington." 
It bounced around from office to 
office until it reached the document 
room. 
After a bit of study 
the 


clerks concluded that a certain Pet- 
rovic of Detroit wanted a copy of 
document 46, part 2. of the 75th 
congress. This is the LaFollette re- 
port 


Evidently some organization has 


been urging that the report, which 
condemned police methods of han- 
dling strikers, be more widely read, 
for a Los Angeles public library 
asked for copies of the document 
in a manner almost identical with 
that of Petrovic of Detroit. 


The document is one of the very 


few published 
by congress with 


illustrations. It reproduces several 
photographs of tangled piles 
of 


strikers to support its conclusion 
that "the consequences of the Me- 
morial day encounter were clearly 
avoidable by the police."

A CHAT WITH UNCLE RAY 
What are clouds made of?" asks 


Ruth Anne Suelzer. 


Clouds are made 
of moist air. 


Millions and millions of tiny bits 
of moblure (each smaller than a 
rain drop) rise in the air and gath- 
er together. Then we see a cloud 
floating in the sky. 


Fogs and clouds are nearly the 


same thing, but fogs are close to the 
ground while clouds are some dis- 
tance above. Many clouds are less 
than a mile high. Others are sever- 
al miles from the earth's surface. 


Water is always rising in the air 


in one place or another. In fact, it 
rises in many, many places at the 
same time. Sunshine turns the wa- 
ter of oceans, lakes, ponds and so 
on into vapor, and the vapor rises. 


Fogs are composed of moist air 


which is heavy enough to settle 
near the ground. In most cases, 
however, air with vapor in it is 
lighter than air with none of it. or 
so little that it does not amount to 
much. 


It is a good thing that vapor-lad- 


en air is usually lighter than other 
air. If that were 
not the case. 


the vapor-filled air above London 
settled down. London would be far 
worse off than it is. 


Of course clouds do settle down, 


sooner or later, in the form of ram, 
but when that happens, we get the 
water without 
having 
to 
walk 


through fog or mist. 


There are three main kinds of 


fogs—feathery ones, 
those 
with 


rounded tops, and those which ap- 
pear in sheets or layers.
